So far nearly three 
cars of oats and three of wheat have 
been delivered to the farmers, but 
there is still more to go out. It is 
expected that all the seed grain will 
be in the hands of the farmers by 
the end of this week. 

Feed oats for spring work are still 
being given out to farmers from the 


,head office in Medicine Hat, but so 


far we have no word of any hay for 
this purpose being sent: to this point. 
If there are any farmers in this dis- 
trict needing, hay they should get to- 
gether now in the slack time and see 


. if arrangements can be made to have 


some shipped to Redcliff. If there 
are a sufficient number needing hay 
we have no doubt that the required 
amount will be shipped to any point 
which will make its handling ~more 
convenient for the farmers. This is 
a matter, however, which the farmers 
concerned must take up themselves, 
as the government agents have no 


' way of finding out who are. in need 
of hay or where they would like to 


get it. If not sufficient number at 


‘any point require hay or other feed 


this will have to be secured from the 
hwed office in Medicine Hat. :

The or- 
ders placed in the United States 
amount to more than a billion dollars.

Dispoge of Homes Without Wives’ 
‘ Consent 


Alberta wives will have the right 
to dower if they want it. In ‘the 
legislature the attorney-general — in- 
troduced a bill providing for an equal 
interest in the home for every wife in 


Alberta. She is givéh the-right to 


band and prevent his disposing of it, 
mortgaging it or willing it away with- 
out her consent. The right of caveat 
applies only, to that portion of the 
estate which constitutes the -home. 
This in effeet so far as farmers are 
concerned gives ninety-five per cent. 
of the farmers’ wives equal rights in 
the farm. In the urban localities it 
applies to the property occupied as a 
home.

LABOR 
he unémployment problem 
till existent in the cities and 

the searcity of labor is still 
complained of in rural districts, 
The question is how can the one 
be reconciled with the other, 
and the one brought to supply 
what the other needs and the 
other to take what the one pos- 
sesses in"excess.

Cigr 
arettes should be in small boxes con- 
taining about 12 or 25 cigarettes, in 
order that each soldier may have his 
individual box.
